CHRISTMAS TREES 
SELLING RAPIDLY 


Heavy Demand,and Diffi- 


culty In Getting Stock 
From Distance May <Bring 
'Shoftage Before Christ- 
mas. 


Newark is preparing to celebrate 


Christmas in the real old fashioned way. 
Carloads of Christmas trees have been 
received here the .past two -weeks and 
are selling so fas't that one wholesale 
dealer -stated this morning that they 
could use a few hundred more if it was 
not so late to start shipments. 
Some shipments have been held up 


on account of a scarcity of cars an<J are 
arriving today. Many of the shippers 
have had them out ready to load and 
Could not receive cars. The trees re- 
ceived here are from 'various points. 
One dealer has received 500 from Ver 
mont that range from 3 to 10 feet in 
height of the spruce and pine varietv 
and is expecting 200 cedar trees today 
from New. Concord, Ohio. 
Another received haft a carload of 


pine trees grown on the hills of Maine 
the land'being very poor arid'only pro- 
ducing small trees and brush. They 
are from three to 12 feet high. A retail 
dealer has 400 cedar trees from 'New 
Concord and another disposed "Of 2? 
homegrown . cedars from 
Alexandria. 
The five foot trees seem to be the fa- 
vored size.

The price of trees grown in Ohio is 
about the same fts last year while those 
shipped from more distant potnta/are 
slightly higher'owing to freight rate.

JUDGE ASKS JURY 
FDR THOROUGH

Tells Jurors to Determine 


If Nation Is To Be Gov- 
erned by Law or Force.

grandjury, summoned by United States 
District Judge A. B Anderson to in- 
vestigate alleged violations of the Lev 
er act and anti-trust laws by operators 
and miners and charges of conspiracy 
by both in connection with the strike 
of bituminous coal tniners, was im- 
paneHed this morning. 
Judge Anderson's charge to the jury 
was lengthy and in concluding he said: 
"Let your investigation in all these 
matters be thorough and searching and 
let your conclusions be a full answer to 
a question which has been uppermost 
in the minds of our citizens for the 
past few Weeks; that is whether the 
government of the ^United States or a 
group of men shall\rule the countrs, 
and whether we shall be governed by 
law or force."
